The media has been miming constant 
reminders of the vast increase in drunk 
driving highway mayhem in the Illinois- 
Wisconsin~t)order area since Illinois raised 
its drinking age to 21 in 1980. 

The influx. of Illinois teens heading to bars 
in Wisconsin, where the legal drinking age is 
still 18, made traffic control in the border 
areas a whole new ball game. 

But drunk driving arrest figures in the 
Village of Antioch tell a slightly different 
story, making stricter law enforcement 
against drivers from 21 to 25 years of age an 
apparent bigger drunk-driving deterrent. 



According ttTfigiucs from the records of 
the Antioch Police Dept., DUI arrests made 
in the village iii the summer of '83 are at an 
alltimehigh. 

In June the Antioch Police arrested 24 on 
DUI charges; in July, 49, and in August, 57. 
The year's tola! DUI arrests to date are at 
260. 

In 1982, when the drinking age situation 
was the same, June brought about six DUI 
arrests ; July, 28, and August, 26. 
. The increase Of law enforcement is largely 
due to the implementation of approximately 
$46,000 from the Illinois Dept. of Tran- 
sportfation that pays for 20 extra man-hours

of police patrol per week, sending seven of- 
ficers to drinking-driving schools and 
seminars, and court time spent by the of- 
ficers. 

Yet for anyone who doesn't think the dif- 
ference in the two states' drinking age is a 
prime contributor to the drunk-driving 
problem, a look at the summer of '79's DUI 
"arrests by the Antioch Police Dept. might 
change their minds. 

The total DUI arrests for the summer of '79 
wereio. 

Police Chief Chuck Miller said.th^ only 
about 20 percent of these DUI arrests are of 
peoplp over 25 yearsoC age. Another 20 per- 



cent are accounted for by kids under 2ryears 
of age, which leaves 60 percent of the arrests 
in the 21 to 25 age category. 

This might be accounted for by the fact 
that many new bars in Wisconsin, opened to 
appeal to the 18 to 21 age group, also outshine 
Illinois bars as far as the 21 to 25-year-olds 
are concerned. 

Then again, males in the 21 to 25-year-old 
age category want to frequent bars where 
females in the 18 to 21-year-old category go. 

One would expect the summer months to 
account for more of this type of arrest, but 
this year more DUI arrests were made in 
March than in June. —
